prow, ‘This was excoplional in size, aw 
sen monster, which however would not 
the less proceed with immense speed. 

e ovtsin the lurge ships of thoancieuts 
guve them the power of moving very 
fost. In Homer’s timo ench of the 
fifty ships sont to ‘roy hy the city of 
ober, aud the country round, cone 
tnined 120 men—so we are told. Whi 
the fleet of the army of vengeance 
renohed Trop, tho vessels were drawn up 
on shore, and fastened at the steru to 
large stones which served at anchors, 
A fortification .was erected round the 
fleet to secure it against the attncks of 
the Trojans, The bottom of the vessel 
mnde by Ulysses as desoribed in Homer 
was flat and broad, or slightly rounded 
and broad. ‘his shape was common 
in early Greek navigation, For wae 
purposes wero introduced not long aftec 
long vessels with twority-five or fifteon 
rowers sitling in one line on ench 
of the ship. Pirntes were found in 
great numbers on the Mediterrauenn, 
waters in those ancient limes, aud they 
flourished greatly in tho absence of a 
great naval Power. ‘he strength of 
the pirntes aud their power to capture 
the ships of traders wns great becanse 




















of Weir numbers, ‘The Corinthiaus 
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fuveuted the trireme, which surpassed 
the pirates’ craft in the number of their 
trows and in ewiftness. War navies 
began to grow up among the Greeks of 
several cities and islands in the sixth 
ventury before Christ, about the time 
when Oyrns fotinded the Persian Em- 
ire. When the Persiaus invaded 
Grecce, tho Greeks were in consequence 
able to defeat thém by sea and by land 
in the fifth century, But long before 
the Greeks had these improved ships 
strongly manned and swiftly propelled, 
the Egyptians had already circumnavie 
gated Africa, This feat is set down by 
Herodotus to the time of Pharaoh Neco, 
a thoroughly historical King reigning 
B.C. 600, aud the same that dug a 
caual from the Nile to the Red Sea, wi 
alao slew Josiah, King of Judah, in 
baitle, Herodotus in his fourth book 
esoribes two circumuavigations of the 
continent of Afrion, ‘The first was by 
Phoonicians seut by Neco. They started 
by the Red Sea, Liolding to tho south, 
and roturned iv the third year by the 
Moditerrauean Sea to Egypt. The 
seooud was by a Persian prince in 
thé reign of Xerxes, who was con- 
domned on account of a crimo to make 
this voyage. He passed tho Pillars 
of Hercules into the Atlautio in a 
ship from Bgypt, and returned by the 
Rod Sea, “It is quite clear,” says 
Herototus, “that Africa is surrounded 
by tue sen except at tho isthmus which 
conneots it with Asia,” ‘Tho reason 
why anciont ships could do these things 
so long ago, was that they did not 
depend onsails alone, but lind numbers of 
mon of board, and used their rowing 
power whon wind failed. Being flat- 
bottomed they had grent stability, 

‘The ancient Chinese ships called Zou 
chuan, or “ships with uppor-storeys,”” 
were immensely high aud had several 
decks, No detailed account of them 
in olden times has come down to us. 
In the second contury before Christ, 
B.C. 108, the Emperor Han Wu Ti 
ordered a number of these vessels to 
be made for the practice of naval 
mancavres in the Kuan Ming Lake 
nenr his capital iu Shensi, Ho called 
tho lake by this uame because among 
the nations with which he was at war 
was included the Kuan Ming nation 
in Yunnan, One of the old names 
of the lake to which European travel- 
Jers ‘uow give tho appellation Lake 
of Yuvuau Fo, and which stretches 
for a long distance to the south of 
that oily, was Kuan Ming Chih. fu 
the oldest Chinese notices this Inke 
is said to cover 300 Li of ground. 
The war-vessels built by order of the 
Emperor were more than 100 feet high, 
or about 80 English feet. Au immense 
army of 200,000 mon was sent in this 
sort of vessels against ‘Tonquin, or

Soalling and 
rowing have both been practised in 
China from ancient times, ‘The native 
oyclopwdins place these two modes 
of propelling vessels on au equal foot- 
ing in regard to antiquity.

Osoar Wilde, That a young man of 
good family and more than average 
talent should devote bis life, bis thoughts, 
aud his energies to such a subject as 
dress, is in itself a matter for regret, 
and even for contempt; and while 
many vory colobrated Euglishimon linve 
been much worse men, and dono in. 
Giuitely more Larm by the exercise of 
their genius, (here are comparatively 
few who bave commanded so little 


| respect from their fellows. At the samo 


time every creature has its uso, and 
even dancing-masters and mau-mile 
liners aro not without their pluce in 
tho social organism. ‘he ssthetic move. 
mont, in spite of the unutterable nin. 
cumpoopism of its professors, did oreate 
4 revolution in matters of taste, aud a 
revolution which bids fair to bo Inet- 
ing in its effects. ‘The glaring colours 
and ungracefal contours whioh wero in 
uo some yenrs ngo are now generally 
discredited; the lumbering magnificonco 
of drawing-rooms lins given place to a 
cortain quaint eloganco; the eye has 
been trained to appreciate the beauty 
of delicate aud long-neglected tints, and 
the effects of a new refiuemont are ob- 
servable in decoration in nearly all its 
phases.

their own person, there is no rensou 
why a now doparture in tho direction 
of practical atility and comfort should 
not eventually be secured. hero is, 
moreover, one particular province in 
which the sartorin! genius of Mr. Wilde 
might fitly and usefully be exercised.

moored close to the entrance inside the 
barrier. The Kiangpiau came to anchor 
and the Chineso passengers were landed 
sampans, all except the women, ‘Thi 
about 7am. At8,30a.m. the French 
fleet got undermoigh and ‘stenmed into 
Chinhae, and in cons: quence of this, the 
Kiangpiaw steamed ont of the way and 
anchored, while the French anchored under 
Deadman Island out of the way of the fire of 
most of the forte, At 10.30 a.m. @ stexm- 
launch from the B yard with Me. Miler, 
pilot, on board, left that ship and boarded 
the Kiangpiaw, ‘The officer in charge 
conveyed the Admiral’s compliment 
wanted to know if anything was the matter 
with the steamer, and also if he could bo 
of any assistance, ‘The stew ich then 
left, whereupon the Chinese in the forts 
opened fire upon it, but withont doing 
any damage, though ‘the shell went very 
close to lier and it was feared the shots 
would hit the Kiangpiaw.

Some of the 
French shells must have gone into the city 
of Chinhae and dune considerable damage, 
while the Chinese shells, thouzh fairly 
aimed, did not take effect upon the French 
man-of-war. On Sunday morning the Wa- 
terley returned to Chinhae from Sheipoo 
Roads, Admiral Courbet signalled her to 
stop, but, as she refused to do ao, ashot wan 
fired across her bows, which caused her to 
come to. The Nielly then steamed down to 
her and sent a boatwhich boarded her, avd 
Uhe crew searched the ship, aud then let her 
go. When the Kiangpiau lett, the Waverley 
was anchored off Square Island. Admiral 
Courhet had no intention of enanging the 
Chinhae forts. He simply put in an ap- 
pearance, a0 that the Chinese should block 
the river and keep the Chinese men-of-war 
inside and prevent them anuoying his sick 
men on Puotoo Island, sucoreded 
very well. In conseqnonce of the ri 
being blocked, the Kiaugpia did not dis- 
charge her cargo. The Ningpo steamers 
have stopped ruuning for the same reason,

Mr. Taylor is an unwearied advocate, 
and he is evidently supported by deep and 
uneradicable conviction, It isa pity that 
ths peculiar phraseulogy he adopts is such 
aris likely to detract from the success of 
his appeals. It is, we know, the phrase 
eology much affected by Plymouth Brethren 
and situilar sects, but it is apt rather to 
rovolt persons belonging to other denomin- 
ations, who do not stand on quite so fami- 
liar a footing with the Almighty, Me. 
Taylor is so thoroughly in earnest that he 
ems to have no sense of humour left in 
him, otherwise he could not gravely write

It is ten days since the last steamer left 
our city, and to-day we are ngain in com= 
munication with the world at large. ‘The 
cause of our prolonged blockade has been 
the preseuce in our riverofthe threeChinese 
men-of-mar which ao gallantly evaded 
pursuit of the Fronch, ‘Th facts about 
the Battle of Sheipu seem to be something 
like the following. ‘They are extracted from 
a variety of reports from sume of the Chinese 
survivors, as well as from the reports of some 
of the fureigners who belonged to the fleet. 
‘Ou the morning of the 12ch inst., th 
Chinese spied some French men-of-war, aud 
according to one report they prepared to 
fight them ; according to another story their 
chief concern was to get away from the 
enemy. Whether for the purpdse of at- 
tack or retreat, the Chinese flvet was put iu 
motion outside of Sheipu harbour, and very 
soon after they saw several French men- 
of-war beariug down on them. ‘The Chinese 
Admiral, without firing a gun, so one 
‘account states, gave orders to put on a full 
head of steam, and retreated towards Chin- 





























hae, which place was reached early on the 
morning of the 14th, having navigated the 
dangerous passes among the island, at full 
speed, in the dark, ‘The Admiral led safely 
into Chinhae harbour, inside the forte aud 
the barriers, three fully armed and formid- 
able fast warships. ‘Lhe largest of the 
three struck on one of the juuks sunk in 
the chanuel, aud had to wait for the high 
tide, when she floated off without damage.

Some hours after, two fish- 
ing beats “sailed into the harbour to- 
wards the Chinese men-of-war. ‘They wero 
hailed by the guards on board, but on re- 
plying Utat they were only fishermen, they 
wore allowed to get quite close to the men- 
of-war; when, from under cover of these 
junks, two small torpedo-boats darted 
vut, shot rapidly towards the mon-of-war, 
and before the Chinese were arvare of tho 
danger, both of their vessels were blown 
up, and they now lie sunk in Sheipt 
harbour. Nearly all of the crews were 
saved. On bearing of sume disaster at 
Sheipy, all the available soldiers in Ningpo 
were marched overland to that place to 
rouch if they attempted to 
land, Ou nearing the place, they were met 
by some officers and by some of the 
crews of the sunken ships, telling them 
there was no need of help. 'This is briefly

We met alo many men carrying Kuei-chou 
paper, made from the famous bark of the 
paper mulberry; » sample of which I 
seit to London’ some years ago to seo 
what could be made of it, aud which 
was pronounced by paper-makers the 
vory best known material for making paper 
of tho finest qualities, ‘The paper mulberry 
is common enough in some other provinces, 
but in no other does it produce such fine 
bark, Its great bulkiness is 
bar to its profitabl 
present roads, wh 
carried down by mules or men to Kuaugsi, 
and thence by native boats to Canton, It 
might go vid Huuan also, but the expen: 
would be atill greater, ' Whe most profi 
able way would be to convert it into the 
required qualities of paper by machinery 
on the spot, ‘he manufactured art 
being of higher price, could stand a heavi 
transit expense ; but again there would be 
eater risk of dam;

built my pot railway from Yung Hsien 
Kuanyei to Kuoi-yang Fu in Kuei-chou, 

Woll, this day's journey has beon a hard 
one, a continual up aud down zig-zig with 
a steady advance in a southerly direction 
and in great altitudes, We met many 
students going to Yun-ning to be examined 
for the bachelorship degre 
them were on foot, shod wi 
or under their bare feet, a fact which 
shows tho class of people they belong to. 
Many of them, however, are pleasant 
lvoking young men, who may some day 
igo to’ po of trust in the.service of 
tho State. We passed a couple of coal 
mines by the rond side, and the coal looked 
good. ‘This though a by-road is broader 
than the road we were on di he past 
fow days. We saw some fine pumelo trees 
and fruit, a few goats being forcibly con- 
ducted, and lamb and ram willingly 
following on the slippery road. Lote of 
pixa with leather boots on also followed. 

Caves aro common enough in the lime- 
stone formation of Kueichou and Kuang- 
si, aud probably clsewhero, ‘This after- 
noon we passed a large cave in the rocks 
on our left, which is being used asa tile 
fuctory ; and the sound of the dabstors 
and wheelers’ work and song was echoed 
Urroughout the whole valley. At one 
o'clock wo reached the top of « pass called 
‘Ya-shui Kou, where we again struck the 
main road. We then desconded to a villaze 
called Lo-wo, where I was told there are 
only four families living, but more than 
forty live thore I should say, according to 
our way of thinking. ‘The mountains right 
and left were well wooded, and villages or 
hamlets appeared here and there amonyst 
the woods. A theatrical performance was 
going on, and we wero invited to witness 
it whilst having dinner or breakfast. ‘T'wo 
of the actors, one taking the part of a 
woman, were good looking fellows; and 
a lots of zood-looking young girls appeared 
to be‘quito fascinated by the blades and 
the plot they were acting. We marched 

jain at two o'clock, ascending south, on 
je right a five valley. ‘The road, being 
well paved with limestone throughout, is 
good enough in dry weather, but awfully 
greasy just now, It is lined with fright

March 22nd.—It rained like sixty nearly 
all last night, but held up just before day- 
light, to weep a little lighter than before. 
We marched ut six o'clock, all rigged out 
in rain coats, and irou-shod ; but it 
not rain enough to make it worth our w 
wearing such gear, though a thick f 
hovered about ‘the mouutain tops, 
made men invisible fifty yards off

igzay road, built to follow all the curves 
nd contours of the mountain sides; but 
the road is about six fe-t broad, and paved 
throughout with rough stones. At7 o’elucle 
we passed what appeared to be débris of 
coal about the mouth of au abandoued cval 
mine, We also passed soreral villages, 
hamlets or single eating-houses, 30 that 
the travellers along this road cau have no 
difficulty in obtaining food if they only 
have afew cath. Most of the houses are 
of lig tion, often very ricketty, 
airy, aud wearing a very tumble-dowu look 
about them, almost dangerous to thivk of. 
‘Most of the panelling, whether of wood 
or lath-aud-plaster work, is white or red 
washed, with black ribs wud poste, doors 
d windows. A few of the houses are 
covered with tiles; most of them are 
covered with straw, some of them with 
maizs stalks, which gives them a rough 
and shaggy appearance. 

We halted for ten minutes at the market 
tun called Fan-ti, which has a population 

decent looking folks, amounting to 
venty-five families, who Lold a market 
every five days, Along the road we met 
some hundred of pack mules aud horses 
from Wei-ling-ting, loaded with the yellow 
beans or calavausaze from which bean-curd 











































is made. Some of them carried spelter or 
zine from the mines to Y 1g, whence 
they will take back salt, ng huudreds of 





mutes and horses are wlroady duing, aud 

ing our way. At about ten o'clock we 
reached about the highest of several passes 
or ridges, the weather still wet and clam- 
my, avd the auimals in a miserable condi- 
tion, 

We halted for breakfast in a small 
market town called Yin-pro Shan, which 
lias a population of fifty-tive families, a 
garrisou of forty soldier-braves, and hold 
arket every fifth day. Some of the 
suldiera are or were once riflemen, dis- 
ciplined by men in Kusi-chou ; and these 
came to greet me. We had « poor break- 
fast of maize aud rice boiled together dry, 
aud a little fou fu to help it down. 1 was 
the only oue that really ate my All. We 
marched again at noon, and at two »’clock 
we passed a coal mine in fall activity from 
which fine looking coal is turned out. I 
notice that most of the women we meet 
to-day wear a longer outer garment tha 
those we saw yesterday, aud have a girdle 
around their waist, legs being bandaged 
around with many yards of white calico, 
looking more like ‘elephants’ legs than 
those of women; but the feet are neatly 
done up, with the toes equeezed up into a 
point, which does not appear to interfere 
with the walking fast and working hard of 
the women, Ew joUses ATO par 
very frequently, where rico and rice-cakes 
are offered fur salo to the passers by. 
Ata quarter past tio we halted at» 
village, where the men had something to 
eat, L noticed lots of tall red lamp-posts 
here and there near the villages, and was 
told on inquiry that they were the result 
of a miracle that happened at Suey-f 
years ayo, when a wire-framed Janter 
arrived flying through the air from Shansi 
province, aud hung iteelf in front of the 
‘Te-fu-ez temple. Since that time it 
become the custom to hoist lanterns on 
poles at the New Year time. 

‘The salt backers, who are very numerous 
on this route, are fond of singing songs a 
they go, or rather when resting on their 
supporting props. When heard fe 
distance, aud when they are singi 
the harmony is rather pleasant, 
ofa plaintive nature, and in time 
somewhat like the koh of the Kuei-chow 
Dliao-tz3; but the Miao-tze generally sing 
love songs, sume of them of a very personal 
and passionate nature.

DR, JAMIESON’S SPEECH.

"Twice, Inst summer, L saw human corpses 
(one on each occasion) attached to the pile 
‘of the Kiangse-road Bridge over the Soo. 
chow Creek, at the edge of the northern 
foreshore, and on enquiry in the neigh- 
bourhvod I discovered that it was by no 
means rare for dead bodies to remain so 
attached, rising and falling with the tide, 
until a native official should find time to go 
through some sort of judicial formality. 
On each occasion it was the odour of tie 
corpae that drew my attention ; once while 
driving along the bauk of the creek, and 
‘once whilé standing by a sick bed in one of 
the foreign-built houses which face the 
water. 

I cannot tell for how long a time on 
either occasion the body remained exposed 
to the sun. But on one, the time of 
exposure was at least three hours, for 1 
returned to the bridge at the end of that 
interval, and found the corpse still there. 
Decomposition was far advanced in both 
cases.

On Sunday afternoon there was a riot 
between some American and German men-vf- 
It seems that some of the latter 







of the America 
nt said he underatood German, 
xd them not to run his county 
down, as there were others who coult 
understand German, and there might be a 
row in consequence, He had no sooner 
said this than three or four Germans as- 
saulted him and threw him out into the 
street. Soon after this a German esilor 
wut to auother public house, where there 
ere some Americans who did not kuow 
anything about the first row. ‘They say 
he challenged them to fight, but they replied 
there was nothing to fight about. Ono 
American was asleep. ‘The dvors of the 





















| public house were closed, but while one 


German was inside the public challenging 
the Americans, there was a cheer outsi 
number of Germaus rushed on and 
(tacked them. ‘Che sleeping man was 
struck over the head with au iron bolt aud 
had to be sent to the Hospital, aud some 
of the other men were also rt. The 
Germans then left, ‘The Americana having 
collected their shipmates followed them to 
Hongkew, and fought them in a public 
house in’ Broadway, the result being 
that several of the Germans were hurt, 
‘The combatants went on board their ships 
but appear to have been dissatisfied with 
the results, On Monday afternoon, one of 
reporters mot a number of American 
sailors from the Monocacy and they told 
him it was not safe for any of them to go 
alone, and that was why they were walking 
about in a body, thos of them 













































apponred to be armed, except that some of 
them had slight walking sticks. ‘Lhis was 
‘The men walked up to the 






nd returned along Sz9- 
chuen Road and were proceeding to Hong- 
kew to the Star ‘Temperance Restaurant to 
get their overcoats, when they were met by 
a body of Germans ou the north side of Naui- 
king Road. ‘The Ger us Were more than 
forty in number and were led by two petty 
officers; ond they were all armed with 
bars of iron, kuives, sticks, and it is said 
swords or bayonets, ‘The Americans were 
unarmed, 4s the two bodies advanced 
towards each other, the German officers 
piped their whistles, aud the men formed 
nto line and made a dash at the Ameri- 
cans, ‘The latter were few in number aud 
were unable to defend themselves except 
with their Gsts. The consequence was 
they gut the worst of it, aud one man 
was stabbed in the forehead with a sharp 
instrument, while another was kuocked 
down and stabbed in the head and reudered 
insensible. The Americans made their 
escape as best they could, and some went 
on board the Monocucy aud told their ship- 
mates. This made them very angry, and by 
some means about twenty-five of them got 
ashore,—* jumped the ship,” as the ssilors 
say.

Ho was soverely injured aud 
General Hospital, The keopor 
vublic house where this outrage was 
committed says the attack was most uupro- 
yoked, as the men in his placo had not 
been outside all the afternoon.

rendered, the master of the Achilles signed 
an agreement to pay the sum of £2,500, 
and the question raised was whether the 
owners of the achilles aud her cargo were 
bound by that contract. Wheu the ma 
Achilles signed that agreement 
hat the owners of the Shang: 
those of the only other at 
shipping company at the place whose 
vessels were capable of doing the work, had 
combined to charge not less then £2,500 
for oue day’s service, and fur all time 
beyond that an additional eum was tu be 
demanded, ‘The two companies had come 
to that resolution in cunsequence of the 
unsatisinctory awards made on former 
occasions. ‘The Achilles was Inden with @ 
cargo of tea, and bound for Lundun, when 
she strauded ; aud, judging from the stat 
ts Inid before the court, i 

mminent peril of shipwreck. ‘Chere was, 
we presume, liberty of contract, and if 
be conceded, it was open to the ma 
ter of the Avhilles to have 
ship aud cargo or pay the amount dv: 
mauded, he being aware that the two 
companies had united to make a certwin 
xed charge. The questions left tv the 
jury by Mr. Ju-tics Cave—who did uot 
Toresee that new departures were to be 
taken in the system of adjustmont—were : 
(1) Did the master of the Achilles make 
the owners of that ship liable to pay the

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jury anavered all three questions in 
the affirmative. Judgment was entered for 
the plaintiffs (the ship 
judgment had stood, the 
owners) would have been liable to pay the 
ordinary share in-the average adjustment, 
‘The cargo owners, however, took except 
to the large sum paid for performi 
comparatively short salvage service ; and 
their contention amounted to this, that if 
the shipowners were prepared to pay au 
exorbitant charge for rescuing their ship, 
the merchandise on bowrd the steamer 
ought not to be saddled with more than a 
reasonable percentage. It fact, the cargo 
owners did not consider they were bound 
by an agreement made for the benefit of 
ship, freight, and goods, which, in their 
opinion, was of m extravagant nature. 
On appeal to the Divisional Court, it was 
held that the cargo owners were not liabl 
for more than s reasonable sum, but, as 
tho amount was named, a loophole was 
loft open for further litigation, - ‘The case 
then appealed to the Court of Appeal, 
whore it was sought to prove that towage 
notsalvago; but judgment wasrondered 
in favour of ‘tho shipowners, and the 
commun-senge verdict of the jury restored 
Asa last resource, the cause went to the 
House of Lords. Lord Blackburn, 
delivering the judgment of the Lor 
remarked that it was ususl for an insured 
merchant to haud over the defence to his 
underwriters ; if they can make out there 
0 claim that may be substantiated, the 
merchaut is not liable, and the insurers 
have nothing to pay; bat if they cau prove 
that the amount claimed should be less 
than that demanded, they have to con- 
tribute ® smaller amount. Lis lordship, 
like moat lawyers who confine their obser- 
vations to the case as stated, did not 
explain that what may be deducted feom 
thy sum to be paid to the underwriter of 
the euro must fall on the insurers of the 
ship.
